Tom 
Cox  averaged  1 1 points  a game  before  suffering  a knee  injury 
and  undergoing  an  operation  with  four  games  left  in  the  season. 

Cox,  Cardoza,  and  Tonello  were  awesome  off  the  boards  all  year 
and  Ciampa  played  some  great  games  in  Cox’s  absence,  while 
Bobby  Reid  displayed  some  slick  ball  handling  when  leading  the 
offense.
